tion Held at Ottawa--Premier Borden and Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier Address the Gathering 


_ Ottawa, Ont—There were. fully 500 
delegates in the elty from all parts of 
Canada to attend the 13th annual con- 
vention of the Canadian Forestry As- 
sociation, whies was opened by Pre- 
miler Korden and Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 

Mr. Borden said he felt it both a 
pleasure and honor to welcome the 
delegates to the convention to Ottawa 
on behalf ef the Dominion Govern- 
ment. Me. Borden called the attention 
of the audience to the fact that In 
some countries agricultural land is 
surveyed and a report made telling 
What each district is suitable for. 

Various kinds of soil are classified 
a8 suilable for growing certain crops. 
Unfortunately, he caid Canada is 
showing a great deal of discrimination 
in soil of the forests. Forest land is 
Cleare¢ that should be reserved and 
vies versa. 

The Premier complimented the As- 
8eclation on th» educational and valu- 
alte work it was doing. The Govern- 
Niet welcomed any sugsestion from 
the Association that will lead to” the 
preservation of the forests and stop 
fie tendency to prodigality and wasie. 

It conelusio: Mr. Borden assured 
!'* convention that the Government 
Aovrectates fully what the Associa- 
tou is doing and promised co-opera- 
ton in the work, 

cir Wilfrid Laurter said he cordially 
welcomed the delegates to the clity 
aud felt glad that le could agree with 
Mr. Borden on one thing at least, 
Jia was in hit attitude toward the 
Fi vestry Association. 

‘It Nas taken Canada a long time 
to vealize that the forests were the 
mo t Important assets of the country. 
We must reserve what nature has in- 
tendec should be reserved.” 

George E. Chown, of Kingston, in 
his presidential address, reviewed the 
wok of the year and the advances fn 
te work of conservation. He made a 
virorous plea for an ageres- 
rive policy. He said that the Associa- 
tion bod aroused public sentiment and 
mult now bring that opinion to bear 
in securing a forward movement. The 
things for which the Association 
shonld work are especially 

(1) The taking of forestry services, 
both Dominion and Provincial, out of 
polides, making way for technically 
trained men. 

(2) A permanent forestry policy 
and espectally a progressive policy 
with regard to the treatment of for- 
esiry reserves, 

(2) Some efficient manner of 
guarding against forest fires, 

Mr. Chown stated that he wae nleas 
ed to know that in the same city, at 
the same time the Railway Commis- 
sion Was meeting wiih a view to put- 
ane through legislation to appoint fire 
wardens along the lines of railway 
in order to protect the forests, Less 
talk and resolve and more action were 
hecessary to get the Dominion and 
Provinclal Covernments to do some- 
thing to save the forests. 

He was pleased to know that the 
Prime Minister was willing to bring 
the outside forestry Civil Service un- 
der the Civil Service Act hut he 
thought that the Agsscciation should 
have in its employ a trained forester 
«vive advice when It was necessary 

Archdeacon Robert J, Rentson, of 
Moose Jaw, eaid the Forestry Denart-

London, Eng.-—Toere is @ rising tide 


of anger throughout’ England over 
the sentence of three and a_ half 
years’ continement in the fortress 


passed by the German Imperial Court 
ai Leipsig upon Bertrand Stewart, a 
prominent London lawyer, on a charge 
of esplonage. 

The feeling aroused has reached 
such a height that there is a possibil- 
ity the incident will prove the break- 
ing point of Anglo-German hostilities. 

The fact cannot be overlooked that 
the newspaper. representing both 
great political parties of Great Britain 
are clamoring for government action 
in Stewart's behalf. 

Questions will be put in the House 
as soon as the parliament meets un- 
less tomething should be done by the 
government in the meantime. 

British feeling has been inflamed 
about the affair because the trial took 
place mostly in secret.

| Last summer the hydrographers who, one 


| accompanied the steamer Stanley to 
| Hudson Bay took a careful and pains- 
| taking survey of Port Nelson harbor. 
| The result of their survey has been 
| embodied in a map which is now com- 
| pleted. It shows that there is a wide 
/ channel of from twenty to sixty feet 
| deep in the Nelson river, The few 
shoals could be easily removed and a 
bassage of from one to four miles wide 
could be secured well up the river to 
where the railroad terminals would 
be located. A protection wall for the 
the roadstead, for it could hardly be 
called a harbor, could apparently, ne- 
cording to the map, be constructed 
with a reasonable expense. 

“he map which has been issued is 
the most valuable recent addition to 
the information at the command of 
the government on the question of the 
two ports, and also the route through 
the bay and the straits. While no de- 
| cision as to which port will be select- 
| ed as terminal has been made, if Nel- 
| 60n proves as satisfactory as the hy- 
| drographers’ map would show, It is 
_ likely to be the choice. It has a num- 
_ ber of advantages. In the first place 
Nelson is a little closer to the west- 
ern wheat flelds than Churchill, and 
every mile saved in the railroad haul 
is so much in the pockets of the far- 


| mers. Rrom Le Pas to Nelson is 
| about thirty miles shorter than to, 
| Churchill.

MORE CUNARD SHIPS 


Two New Steamships Ordered Are 
For Canadian Service. 

London, Eng.—It transpired that the 
two new 15,000 ton steamships that 
have just been ordered by the Cunard 
| line are intended for the Canadian ser- 
vice. 

The results of the inauguration of 
the Cunard service to the St. Law- 


the directors have decided to augment 


their sailing list by the two new 
ships, which will measure 540 feet 
| with a beam cf 3 feet 9 inches. The 
contracts have been placed with 


Scott’s Shipbuilding and Engineering 
Co. of Greenock, and it is probable 
that the two vossels will be ready for 
the 1913 season. 

In the meantime the Cunard Co. 
will place in service other boats al- 
ready advanced in construction, but 
of much smaller tonnage. It is an- 
ticipated that by the time the Cunards 
place the new boats in commission 
further contracts of a similar nature 
will be oper to tender. 

While this last statement is not 
made positively as yet, if the coming 
Season's trade to Canadian ports 
yie'ds results as satisfactory as those 
that have been obtained recently the 
amount of tonnage will have to be 
greatly increased. 

Other companies sending their ves- 
sels to Canadian ports are also said 
to 'e contemplating additions to their 
fleets, and it is estimated that the to- 
tal cddition to the Canadian tonnage 
during the coming season will be 
fully 30,000 tons.
